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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-44 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claims 42 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Faris (U.S. Patent No. 5,221,982). 

Regarding claim 42, Faris discloses an apparatus (see Fig. 18) comprising: an 
illumination system (see 151 and 184 of Fig. 18) to emit white light having light of a 
predetermined wavelength band; a plurality of prisms (see 195, 199 of Fig. 19, although 
not described in the specification, it is considered to be same as elements 132 of FIG. 
11a, which are considered be "prisms" according the description in col. 9, lines 38-43), 
each coated with a cholesteric liquid crystal film (see 200 of Fig. 19), to convert the light 
of the predetermined wavelength band to a first polarization component; and a color 
recycling system (see 185-190 of FIG. 19 and see description of FIGS. 18 and 19 in col. 
12, lines 25-65) to separate the light of the predetermined wavelength band into a first 
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color light (any one of red, green, or blue) and a second color light (any one of red, 
green ,or blue, that is not the same as the 'first color light") transmit and reflect the first 
and second color lights, to convert a third color light (any one of red, green, or blue, that 
is not the same the 'first color light" and "second color light") to have a second 
polarization component, and transmit the third color light so that a fourth color light (any 
one of cyan, magenta or yellow), that is a mixture of the first and third color lights, and a 
fifth color light (any one of cyan, magenta, or yellow, that is not the same as the "fourth 
color light"), that is a mixture of the second and third color lights, progress in different 
optical paths (see arrows representing optical paths of cyan, magenta, and yellow color 
lights in FIG. 18). 

Regarding claim 43, Faris discloses a screen (although not shown, this 
considered to be the element the color lights are projected on to by lens 159 in FIG. 18 
- also see screen in col. 1 1 , lines 1-7) to receive the first through third color lights 
modulated by the image forming system and projected thereon and display an image 
without losing the white light emitted from the light source. 

2. Claim 44 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jung (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,993,007). 

Juang discloses an apparatus (see FIG. 3) comprising: a plurality of reflective 
panels (see 140 and 150 of FIG. 3); and a screen (see screen in col. 3, line 3 and col. 5, 
line 5) to receive yellow and magenta lights (see yellow and magenta in col. 5, lines 20- 
25) from the plurality of reflective panels and to combine the yellow and magenta lights 
into a unified image, the reflective panels forming a shadow zone (see area between 
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140 and 150 in FIG. 2) formed therebetween in which the yellow and magenta lights are 
not reflected (no light is reflected in the area between the "reflective panels" 140 and 
150, therefore "yellow and magenta lights" are not "reflected" in the area between the 
"reflective panels" 140 and 150). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-41 remain allowed for same reasons as previously indicated in last 
Office action.
